• Micco fails to teach or suggest "calling a dynamic function defined in the 
transform definition file, the dynamic function located elsewhere in the 
transform definition file from the definition pointer position" as recited 
in claim 1 (emphasis added). Micco merely discloses: 

o deriving information about a (source language) function that 
would enable the appropriate target language call (made from a 
source file to be translated) and using the derived information to 
translate the source file. Therefore, Micco fails to teach or suggest 
"calling a dynamic function defined in the transform definition file, 
the dynamic function located elsewhere in the transform definition 
file from the definition pointer position" as recited in claim 1. 

• Lee fails to teach or suggest "positioning a definition pointer to point at a 
first compound transform definition within a transform definition file;" 
as recited in claim 1 (emphasis added). Lee merely discloses: 

o templates indicating that a program retrieves personal information 
from entries in a company's directory. Lee is silent about any 
pointer pointing to any part of the template and is silent about any 
compound transformation definition being present in the template. 
Therefore, Lee fails to teach or suggest "positioning a definition 
pointer to point at a first compound transform definition within a 
transform definition file" as recited in claim "1. 

• The Office Action alleges that Lee's templates are similar to transform 
definitions. Applicants respectfully disagree because Lee's templates do 
not transform the structure of data.
